of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy*

Inasmuch as the automobile trip from Cobh to Dublin was arranged by the 
Congressman and meeting him on arrival Dublin would be impossible* Amembassy 
Dublin is requested to notify Amconsulate, Cork of the hotel accommodations 
acquired in Dublin, Amconsulate, Cork is requested to meet Mr# aid Mrs, 
Patterson on arrival Cobh on the S. S, AMERICA* notify them of the hotel ac- 
commodations secured in Dublin* and assist in any way possible# 

All posts are requested to notify onward posts of arrival times* including 
flight or train numbers# If changes in the above itinerary occur* the Depart- 
ment will appreciate being informed# Some uncertainty existed at the time of 
the Congressman 5 s departure from Washington as to whether the one day stop in 
Switzerland would be in Zurich or elsewhere. On arrival Paris* the Bnbassy 
is requested to check particularly on this matter aid to notify those concerned* 
should changes in hotel reservations be necessary. 

The stop in Casablanca is for the day of the 26th of August only# The 
USNS GEIGER is scheduled to arrive there in the morning and depart in the 
afternoon. The Pattersons should be met at the boat and extended courtesies.
